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COURT BID TO 
PROTECT SITES 
FROM ILLEGAL 
ENCAMPMENTS 


Travellers breaching order would face jail

TRAVELLERS could be banned 
from setting up illegal camps in 
Harlow as authorities take the fight 
to the High Court. 

Since October 2013, Harlow Coun¬ 
cil and Essex County Council have 
moved travellers from 110 illegal 
encampments in the town. 

Court papers have now been 
served on the two current illegal 
camps remaining in Coldharbour 
Road and Horsecroft Road as well as 
454 other “parcels of land”. A hear¬ 
ing for an interim injunction will 
take place on Tuesday (March 3). 

Vulnerable 

The court order, if granted, would 
protect 320 “vulnerable” sites incl¬ 
uding areas used as illegal encamp¬ 
ments in the past, highway verges, 
schools and private land. Anyone 
breaching the injunction could be 
fined or imprisoned for contempt of 
court. 

Labour-run Harlow Council 
applied for the order alongside Con¬ 
servative-led Essex County Council, 
which said the two authorities had 
put “months of planning” into the 
legal process. 

Harlow Council leader Jon Clem- 
pner said: “I am very pleased that

we are now at this point with both 
councils joining forces in seeking a 
town-wide injunction to respond to 
residents’ concerns.” 

Opposition leader Andrew John¬ 
son added: “Harlow Conservatives 
have for more than a year been 
pushing Harlow Council to use 
every legal avenue at their disposal, 
something they have repeatedly 
failed to do. So it’s very welcome 
that they are finally taking some 
legal action.” 

The annual bill for tackling illeg¬ 
al encampments in the town, includ¬ 
ing the cost of cleaning vacated 
sites, has reached £70,000. 

Both councils said they would not 
comment further on the injunction 
application until after the High 
Court hearing, but said they could 
“fully understand the frustration 
persistent unauthorised encamp¬ 


ments have caused the com¬ 
munity”. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
raised the issue in the House of 
Commons and publicly criticised 
the Chief Constable of Essex Police 
for his handling of the situation, 
said: “I hugely welcome this move 
by both councils. 

“Things are moving forward fol¬ 
lowing my meeting with the Chief 
Constable last week, both in terms of 
police measures and legal action. 

“I hope that this goes to ending 
this siege of Harlow by illegal 
encampments once and for all.” 

Strengthening 

But Labour parliamentary hope¬ 
ful Suzy Stride accused Mr Halfon of 
“doing a lot of talking but not achiev¬ 
ing anything” and failing to support 
Harlow Council. 

She said: “The law needs strength¬ 
ening on this issue and I will con¬ 
tinue to call for the current 
Government to do that. With Harlow 
Council doing everything within its 
power to address this issue, it’s time 
that the Government took its own 
role in this matter seriously.” 

Last year, public health notices 
were served on 24 travellers amid 
concerns over human waste and 
rubbish at an illegal camp on the 
former Passmores School site.

Community 
messaging a 
key weapon 
to fight crime 

POLICE in Harlow are 
reminding residents of a new 
messaging system that gives the 
latest information about crime 
and community safety. 

Essex Community Messaging 
gives everyone who signs up the 
chance to receive crime 
notifications and crime 
prevention advice via email, text 
or voice message from Essex 
Police officers, Essex Watch 
liaison officers and other 
partners including 
Neighbourhood Watch. 

Free of charge and specifically 
designed for Essex, the system is 
jointly funded by Essex Police 
and Crime Commissioner Nick 
Alston and money seized from 
criminals under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

Alert 

It gives residents the option to 
select the information they want 
to receive including issues they 
might have a particular interest 
in and can be used to alert them 
to crime trends where they live, 
ask for help in the search for 
missing people and encourage 
them and their neighbours to 
report suspicious activity. 

Mr Alston said ECM would get 
important crime and crime 
prevention information out to 
communities faster than ever 
before. 

“It will also improve the two- 
way flow of information about 
community safety between Essex 
Police, neighbourhood and other 
watch groups and the people of 
Essex,” he added. 

“We need to help communities 
join Essex Police in the fight 
against crime. 

“Whether it’s through 
reporting suspicious behaviour 
or learning about simple 
measures to take to prevent 
crime, ECM will provide a 
crucial new channel for keeping 
our communities safe.” 
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Police investigating 
spate of cat deaths 

POLICE are investigating the 
possibility that four cats which 
had to be put to sleep in Harlow 
may have poisoned with anti¬ 
freeze. 

The deaths occurred between 
June 1, 2014 and February 2 this 
year in the area of Red Lion 
Crescent. 

It is thought the cats had eaten 
something, possibly anti-freeze, 
which resulted in them falling ill 
and eventually being put down 
by vets. 

Police have launched an 
investigation into the deaths and 
are working closely with the 
RSPCA. 

They are also advising pet 
owners to keep a close eye on 
their animals and take them to a 
vet immediately should they 
have any concerns over their 
health. 

Anyone with any information 
is asked to contact PC Donna 
Money at Harlow police station 
on 101 or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555111. 

Named and shamed 

A HARLOW firm has been 
included on a Government list of 
70 companies which failed to pay 
workers the minimum wage. 

According to the ‘name and 
shame’ list, Matrix Electrical 
Engineering Ltd based in 
Horsecroft Place neglected to pay 
£286.60 to a worker. 

Business minister Jo Swinson 
said paying less than the 
minimum wage was illegal, 
immoral and unacceptable. 

“Naming and shaming gives a 
clear warning to employers who 
ignore the rules that they will 
face reputational consequences 
as well as financial penalties of 
up to £20,000 if they don’t pay the 
minimum wage,” she said. 

Chief exec resigns 

THE chief executive of Essex 
County Council is quitting her 
post to take up a new job with 
audit, tax and advisory services 
company KPMG. 

Joanna Killian has held the 
post of CEO at County Hall since 
September 2006. During the past 
four years she reduced operating 
costs by £450m. 

“Public services are facing 
huge challenges and will 
continue to do so,” she said. “I 
know that I am leaving Essex in 
good hands and in good shape to 
face those challenges in the 
future.” 



Graham saddles 
up for USA trek 

Fundraising champion prepares for new challenge

CHAMPION fundraiser Graham Ellis is 
preparing for his most daunting challenge 
yet as he prepares to cycle nearly 3,000 miles 
across the USA for an Alzheimer’s charity. 

Graham, 65, of Elmbridge, Old Harlow, 
has completed a charity adventure every 
year since 1981. 

Next Saturday (March 7) he will set from 
San Diego on the west coast of America and 
pedal 2,857 miles, arriving on the edge of the 
Atlantic Ocean in Florida 51 days later. 

“I thought it was the right time to do a big 
challenge,” said Graham, who last year was 
awarded a British Empire Medal in recog¬ 
nition of his fundraising efforts. 

“There will be around 40 of us from all 
over the world but I will be the only man 
from the UK on the trip. 

“I have been training around 60 or 70 
miles every weekend since before Christ¬ 
mas. I will need to average around 64 miles 
a day and on one day I will cycle 88 miles.” 

He added: “We will be camping in tents by 
the side of the road for most of the way, but 
there is a luxury hotel to look forward to at 
the end.” 


As a part-time chartered surveyor, Gra¬ 
ham has arranged an extended period of 
leave to complete the trip. 

He expects the repetitive aspect of the 
ride to create a greater challenge than 
anything he has experienced before, but his 
personal motivation to complete the ride is 
to raise £5,000 for the Alzheimer’s Society 
following the death of his father from the 
il l ness. 

“I am taking on the challenge in memory 
of my father, who died as a result of con¬ 
tracting Alzheimer’s which reduced him in 
a very short space of time from an out¬ 
going, generous and loving man into 
someone, who in the later stages of his life 
couldn’t even recognise members of his own 
family. 

“It’s a long, long way, to cycle and I will get 
very saddle sore. The repetition of it will be 
a killer but I will be spurred on by the 
thought of the money I will be raising for 
this worthy cause. 

“I am apprehensive but excited, espe¬ 
cially when we dip our wheels into the 
Pacific to officially begin the cycle ride.”

HARLOW College has been given a £2.5m cash 
injection to finance a state-of-the-art advanced 
manufacturing and engineering centre. 

The project, which involves replacing exist¬ 
ing buildings with more than 2,000 metres 
squared of new engineering facilities, will be 
funded by the South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership. 

The new facilities will help the college in 
Velizy Avenue develop aspiring young engin¬ 
eers and operations/maintenance engineers by 
providing hands-on experience and cutting- 
edge technical skills. 

The new centre will also provide upskilling, 
reskilling and professional development for 
people already in employment. 

Harlow College is one of five further edu¬ 
cation establishments across the south east to 
succeed in a bid to the SE LEP Skills Capital 
Fund, which is designed to reduce skills short¬ 
ages, support growth industries and provide 
young people to access vocational skills and 
training. 

SE LEP chairman Peter Jones said: “Improv¬ 
ing skills is a key priority for us and our 


partners. I’m delighted to see colleges are focus¬ 
ing on the skills needs of business and their 
communities and, in the case of Harlow, on 
supporting science, technology and engineering 
companies.” 

College principal Karen Spencer said: “Har¬ 
low College is committed to developing young 
people and adults to be the engineers of the 
future. 

“Engineering is a vital part of the local enter¬ 
prise plan for generating wealth, opportunity 
and economic growth. 

“This new facility will inspire more people to 
study and develop these essential skills for the 
future.” 

Cllr Tony Durcan, deputy leader of Harlow 
Council and portfolio holder for regeneration, 
said: “Harlow has historically been at the cut¬ 
ting edge of technology and engineering with 
the birth of fibre optics taking place here. 

“With the improvements to facilities that this 
funding will bring to the college, and the Enter¬ 
prise Zone currently under development, it’s 
really exciting to think about what other pion¬ 
eering advancements could be made in Harlow 
in years to come.” 

It is expected the centre will be in use from 
September next year.

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The ‘silent killer’ 
that lay dormant 
for over 40 years 

Terminally ill woman’s asbestos warning

A GRANDMOTHER suffering from terminal cancer 
caused by breathing in asbestos dust is using her 
plight to warn others about what she calls a “silent 
killer”. 

Annette Turnball, 63, of Felmongers, Harlow, has 
only a few months to live. 

She was diagnosed with Mesothelioma, an agg¬ 
ressive form of cancer that attacks the lungs and 
their lining, in July last year around the same time 
her husband died of a different type of the disease. 

Mrs Turnball suspects that it was caused by 
breathing in toxic dust particles at the printing 
factor where she worked 40 years ago. 

Asbestos was used as insulating material in many 
buildings during the construction of the new town 
back in the 1950s and Mrs Turnball is urging people 
to get their homes checked. 

“It was a shock,” she said. “It was is something 
that has laid dormant for such a long time but it has 
now reared its ugly head 40 years later. 

“It started off when I was breathing rapidly and I 
thought I had anxiety, but when I went to see a doctor 


I was told I had Mesothelioma. 

“It’s a silent killer and there is no cure. I am not 
quite on my last legs yet but it is weakening my body 
and I’m having to use a walking frame to get around 
the house. 

“I used to love dancing and could go all night, but 
now I can’t even manage half a dance. I’m only in my 
60s and haven’t been able to enjoy my retirement.” 

Mrs Turnball relies upon St Clare Hospice for 
medical support and her church for spiritual 
strength and guidance 

She has been left visibly scarred by the cancer, 
which has caused a tumour to swell from her left 
lung into her back. 

Although the diagnosis has left her upset and 
depressed, she has accepted her own fate and now 
has a greater worry for one of her two daughters. 

“She has had five checks for asbestos and in the 
last one they found some in a cupboard” she said. 
“I’m concerned for my daughter and three grand¬ 
children. At the moment she is waiting for 
something to be done but I’m worried. 

“Removing asbestos is expensive and difficult and 
everyone should be aware of how deadly it is. I want 
to raise awareness of this issue.” 


Probe into handling of child 
abuse cases to be extended 


AN investigation into allegations 
that Essex Police mishandled 
child sex abuse cases is to be 
extended after more incidents 
were reported. 

Earlier this month it was 
revealed the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission was 
managing an investigation into a 
number of officers based within 
the constabulary’s North Child 
Abuse Investigations Team. 

Since November the IPCC has 
received referrals from Essex 
Police relating to the handling of 
28 child abuse investigations 
which were reported to the force 
between 2011 and 2014, including 
a number of allegations of his¬ 
toric abuse. 

The IPCC is already undertak¬ 
ing two other investigations into 
the conduct of five officers from 
the north CAIT following refer¬ 
rals from Essex Police in August 
and October 2014. 

A spokeswoman for the watch¬ 
dog said this week: “Since the 
announcement earlier this mon¬ 
th we have received a further 


eight referrals from Essex Police 
related to the handling of child 
abuse investigations by their 
North Child Abuse Investiga¬ 
tions Team. 

“These referrals are currently 
being assessed by our assessment 
unit.” 

Essex Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Nick Alston admitted: 
“As the review into the quality of 
child abuse investigations instig¬ 
ated by Essex Police progresses, 
regrettably I do not find it sur¬ 
prising that it has identified fur¬ 
ther cases of concern and fresh 
referrals to the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 

“I would stress that the number 
of cases being investigated inde¬ 
pendently or under the manage¬ 
ment of the IPCC still remains a 
small proportion of the total num¬ 
ber of such cases investigated by 
Essex Police each year.” 

He added he was convinced the 
force was making real efforts to 
identify and resolve problems 
related to the quality of child 
abuse investigations.

THE editor of the Sherlock 
Holmes Society of London’s 
monthly newsletter and a former 
scene of crime officer are among 
the guest speakers in a season of 
talks at Essex Police Museum. 

Roger Johnson will take a look 
at well-known historical murder 
cases and expose where criminals 
had unsuccessfully tried to 
dispose of the corpses in his talk 
on Thursday, March 5. 

Subsequent speakers will talk 
about forensic and art 
photography, the work of the cold 
case team and the haunted police 
stations of Essex. 

Museum curator Becky Wash 
said: “Our talks programme 
enables us to tell more about the 
history of policing and crime and 
punishment than we could 
possibly do with just exhibits.” 

Tickets cost £3 per person and 
include tea/coffee and biscuits.

Too easy to 
blame others 

SIR The greatest message to all 
of us from the commemoration 
of the 70th anniversary of the 
liberation of the Auschwitz 
concentration camp from the 
Holocaust should be one of 
extreme caution. 

It is all too easy to fall into the 
trap of blaming groups of people 
for our troubles. 

Hate and isolation of groups in 
our society can produce violence 
- remember that five million 
Gypsies, Catholics, communists, 
people with disabilities and 
Jehovah’s Witnesses were 
ruthlessly exterminated along 
with six million Jews in the Nazi 
concentration camps. 

Our present day preoccupation 
with Ukip and its policies on 
immigration as its main 
platform is dangerous and 
should be strongly challenged. 
The constant campaign kept up 
recently against the travellers in 
Harlow should be questioned 
and challenged. 

What we must remember is 
that the powers-that-be 
throughout history have 
welcomed and encouraged the 
distraction of blaming a group of 
people for all the ills of society. 

So we build up our anger 
towards these groups when in 
reality we should be showing our 
anger and campaigning on key 
questions that affect all our lives 
so deeply. 

We should surely be focusing 
on issues like tax havens for 
multi-nationals, bankers’

Soundbite is 
too simplistic 

SIR Like James Gamble, I have 
always found Robert Halfon very 
pleasant in person ( Letters , 
February 12).

For example, English votes for 
English laws sounds so 
obviously fair and reasonable, 
but look a little closer. Like most 
of his soundbites, it does not 
stand up to detailed analysis. 

First, one of the reasons for 
the rise of Scottish nationalism

support) is precisely the belief 
that Scotland will never get a 
fair deal from a Westminster 
dominated by English MPs. How 
much more so if their MPs are 
barred from playing a full part 
in the governance of the UK? 

Then there is the difficulty in 
deciding exactly which issues do 
only affect England, especially 
remembering that Scotland, 
Wales and Northern Ireland 
have different levels of 
devolution. Given the 
domination of England in the 
Union’s economy, the smaller 
countries do need to have 
representation at all levels to 
protect their interests. Major 
issues such as budgets, taxation 
and economic policy generally 
do concern all the constituent 
parts of the Union, even where 
some powers have been devolved. 

There would be major 
constitutional issues in the 
creation of a two-tier system of 
MPs - first-class English and 
second-class Scots, Welsh and 
Irish. A further complication

Priest accused of sexually 
assaulting teenage boys

A PRIEST who served in Harlow during 
the 1990s has denied sexually abusing 
teenage boys and taking indecent pho¬ 
tographs of children. 

Father Tony McSweeney, who was 
priest of the Holy Cross & St Luke’s parish 
between 1993 and 1997, was arrested in 
February 2013 by officers from the Met¬ 
ropolitan Police. 

The 68-year-old clergyman was once 
part-time chaplain at Norwich FC and 
officiated at the wedding of world heavy¬ 
weight boxing champion Frank Bruno in 
1990. 

But Southwark Crown Court was told he 
had a sexual interest in young boys before 
he entered the priesthood and had col¬ 
lected “vile” images of children over a 


period of many years 

McSweeney was originally charged 
along with former children’s home man¬ 
ager John Stingemore, who was found 
dead weeks before the trial was due to 
start. 

Sarah Plaschkes, prosecuting, told the 
court: “We say that, over the decades and 
on various occasions, he [McSweeney] has 
had indecent images of teenage boys. 

“Between 1979 and 1981 he actually took 
indecent photographs of a teenage boy. 
Then, in 1998, his cleaner found a video 
with indecent images in his home. 

“When he was arrested in 2013, indecent 
images were found on his laptop. But his 
interest has not just been looking at such 
images; between 1979 and 1981 the pro¬ 
secution say he sexually abused teenage 
boys.” 

The court heard that in 1980 McSweeney 


used his long-term friendship with Stin¬ 
gemore to secure access to vulnerable 
boys in care. 

“That gave this defendant the oppor¬ 
tunity to sexually abuse teenage boys who 
were in care and away from their fam¬ 
ilies,” said Ms Plaschkes. 

“It is our case that this defendant sexu¬ 
ally abused three boys at that children’s 
home in Hounslow.” 

The prosecution gave details of an incid¬ 
ent in 1976 when, while involved in the 
Scout movement, McSweeney was caught 
watching a 15-year-old boy taking a 
shower in a communal block during a 
week-long residential event at the Gilwell 
Park Scout Retreat. 

The jury was also told about incidents at 
the children’s home where McSweeney 
and Stingemore watched a teenage 
showering on a number of occasions. In 


the most serious incident another boy 
found himself alone with McSweeney who 
took photos of him after abusing him in a 
bedroom. 

It was only when the Jimmy Savile 
scandal hit the headlines that he broke his 
silence about the abuse and reported it to 
police. 

McSweeney was also alleged to have 
abused a young boy at the home of Stin¬ 
gemore in Bexhill-on-Sea. 

When McSweeney was arrested he 
denied the allegations, telling police 
officers: “At no time have I done any of 
those things. I am astonished.” 

McSweeney, who now lives in West Sus¬ 
sex, denies four charges of indecent 
assault, one of taking an indecent pho¬ 
tograph of a child and three of making 
indecent images of children. 

The case continues. 


Ambulance trust 
seeks 200 more 
recruits to train 
as paramedics 

A DRIVE to recruit more student 
paramedics has been launched by 
the region’s ambulance service, 
ambulance service 

The East of England Ambulance 
Trust, which covers Essex and five 
other counties, has already taken 
on more than 400 student 
paramedics during the past 12 
months but is now scouting for 
more people to start a new career 
in the service. 

West Essex is one of three key 
areas it is targeting to boost 
numbers. 

Contracts have already been 
offered to about 200 people and the 
aim is to recruit a further 200. 

EEAST chief executive Anthony 
Marsh said: “We have the most 
ambitious paramedic recruitment 
campaign in the country. 

“Not only have we already 
recruited more than 400 student 
paramedics, we are going to 
replicate that again this year. 
Taking on more will help us to 
continue to improve the caring 
service we give to patients.” 

Fulfilling 

Consultant paramedic Marcus 
Bailey, who leads the training and 
development programme, said: “It’s 
hard work but it’s a very fulfilling 
role because you can make a 
difference to a person’s life in just 
a few moments. 

“We want caring, compassionate 
people with a commitment to 
patient care, so we would really 
encourage them to apply now.” 

Student paramedics complete 
eight weeks in the classroom and 
three weeks of blue-light driver 
training before they are assigned 
frontline duties. They then receive 
a further three weeks of classroom- 
based training during their first 
nine months as students. 

During the following 12-18 
months their studies involve a mix 
of classroom and practical work 
delivered through either the 
University of East Anglia or Anglia 
Ruskin University. 

To apply to become a student 
paramedic, visit www.eastamb. 
nhs.uk/working-for-us/student- 
paramedic-programme.htm which 
includes videos on classroom 
training and a brochure with 
frequently asked questions.

Lisa Crausby, senior improve¬ 
ment director at Academy Trans¬ 
formation Trust, said: “For me, 
this is a wonderful venture for 
pupils across our family of 
academies and it is fantastic to 
see them all working together.”

TIME travel and the big bang the¬ 
ory were among the subjects dis¬ 
cussed when astronomer Colin 
Stuart visited Burnt Mill 
Academy to give a talk to GCSE 
physics students.

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Train line ‘task force’ to 
focus on faster services 

Investment needed to meet the demands of growing population

AN announcement by Chancellor of the 
Exchequer George Osborne and London 
mayor Boris Johnson could signal big 
improvements for rail commuters using 
the West Anglia line. 

A task force is to be set up to examine 
opportunities to improve rail connec¬ 
tions on the Liverpool Street to Stansted/ 
Cambridge line through Harlow as part of 
long-term economic plans for London. 

One of the aims is to deliver £10bn 
worth of new investment into the capital's 
transport network during the course of 
the next Parliament, including improve¬ 
ments to the Underground service, better 
roads, more buses and cycle lanes. 

Friday’s announcement by Mr Osborne 
and Mr Johnson of the West Anglia task 
force, which is expected to report its 
findings by the middle of next year has 
been welcomed by Stansted Airport own¬ 
ers MAG. 

A spokesman said: “Unlike other Lon¬ 
don airports, Stansted has spare runway 



capacity today and significant room to 
grow in the future. 

“It is vital that faster rail services are 
delivered between London and Stansted 
to ensure that this potential is realised 
and it is encouraging that the Chancellor 


and Mayor of London recognise this. 

“Working with the Department for 
Transport and Network Rail, we have 
already identified a clear short-term solu¬ 
tion for speeding up train services to 
Stansted which will reduce journey times 


for airport passengers and commuters 
who use the line. 

“It is now time to get on and deliver 
these improvements, as the first phase of 
a long-term programme of investment.” 

The London Stansted Cambridge Con¬ 
sortium, which represents businesses, 
local authorities and consumers, said it 
would continue to push for early delivery 
of major investment in infrastructure 
along the line 

Deputy chairman Kevin Bentley, who is 
also deputy leader of Essex County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “This provides an opportunity to 
combine faster and more frequent main¬ 
line services to Cambridge, Hertford¬ 
shire, Essex and Stansted plus a high 
frequency service within London, includ¬ 
ing Liverpool Street, Stratford and Tot¬ 
tenham. 

“With the population along the cor¬ 
ridor set to grow by 1.4 million in just 20 
years, a more ambitious and long-term 
strategic approach for infrastructure 
investment is now necessary in order to 
allow high-tech businesses to grow and 
new housing to be unlocked.”

Mr Halfon accused NCP of “fleecing” car 
users, despite its promise to improve the 
clarity of signs at the multi-storey car park. 

“I think it is outrageous that hardworking 
residents are being fleeced by NCP with inad¬ 
equate signage, despite being promised that it 
would be improved,” he said. 

He also demanded motorists fined after 
parking in the restricted level three bays 
should be refunded immediately because reg¬ 
ulations are not clear. 

NCP said the third level of the car park was 
a “premium” rate area and large yellow signs 
were in place to explain the bay system. 

Mr Halfon recently met with the NCP, who 
said that all their signage met all legal stand¬ 
ards, but they would look into the issue. 

Following their investigation, NCP say they 
will be installing a new barrier system which 
will prevent people from unknowingly park¬ 
ing in the restricted parking area. They will 
also put up additional signage. 

Mr Halfon has also raised the individual 
cases of people who have been affected by the 


fines. 

NCP insisted they had made it clear that the 
fines met the legal standards but has agreed to 
investigate individual complaints. They have 
refunded some individuals the ticket as a 
gesture of goodwill. 

Mr Halfon said: “I am glad that NCP have 
listened and are investing in the car park to 
prevent people from making these honest 
mistakes again. 


“It is good news that in some of the cases 
that NCP have looked at again, they have 
agreed to refund the fines as a gesture of 
goodwill.” 

“I am hopeful that situation will soon be 
fully resolved,” he added. 

NCP chief executive Jo Cooper wrote in a 
letter to Mr Halfon: “The last thing we want to 
be doing is issuing fines to customers for 
genuine human error.”

Councils investigate possibility of commuter link

COMMUTERS could soon leave 
their cars at North Weald Airfield 
and catch a park and ride bus to 
Epping in a bid to alleviate con¬ 
gestion in the town. 

A report is being compiled by 
Epping Forest District Council, in 
conjunction with Essex County 
Council, and is due to be com¬ 
pleted by the end of next month. 

If it gets the go-ahead the park- 
and-ride scheme would link 
North Weald Airfield with 
Epping. 

Councillor Anne Grigg, North 
Weald Bassett ward councillor 
and assets and economic devel¬ 
opment portfolio holder at Epping 
Forest District Council, suppor¬ 
ted the report being commis¬ 
sioned. 

“Some residents in North 
Weald have suggested it would be 
a good idea for North Weald Air¬ 
field and that’s why we wanted to 
look into it,” she said. 

“It would be a benefit to res¬ 
idents but it also needs to gen¬ 
erate money for the council. It 
needs to be viable from an income 
point of view.” 

The report could be good news 
for commuters in North Weald, 
who struggle to find parking 
spaces to use London Under¬ 
ground trains at Epping and res¬ 
idents who find their roads busy 
with commuter cars. 

Cllr Grigg added: “There have 
been problems for Epping resid¬ 
ents because once the station car 
park is filled up and the all-day car 
parks are filled, people try to park 
wherever it’s possible. It would be 
mainly for commuters and people 
who work in Epping. 

“The park and ride would be on 
the airfield from Monday to Fri¬ 


day, which fits in with commuters, 
and at the moment the area of 
land is used by the market on 
Saturdays and bank holidays. 
That also fits in with commuters 
not going into London on Sat¬ 
urdays and bank holidays so that 
is the idea we want to explore.” 

John Havers, managing direct¬ 
or at North Weald Airfield, said he 
would support the idea but had 
some reservations about how suc¬ 
cessful it could be. 

“If it was where the market is I 
would be for it,” he said. “I 
wouldn’t have any objection at all 
and I know the council needs some 
money 

“But they have tried the park 
and ride before and it has been a 
failure because people are too lazy 
to park their car and get on a bus. 
They would rather dice with 
death and parking fines in the 
town centre. 

“The council are looking for 
something that they are never 
going to find. The airfield costs 
them £340,000 a year to run and 
they are looking for the golden 


nugget to make the money back, 
but they are never going to find 
it.” 

Commuter Jennie Russell, who 
travels into London from North 
Weald by driving to Epping station, 
said a park and ride would be “very 
useful”. 

She said roads around Epping 
Underground station become 
gridlocked on a daily basis due to 
commuters parking nearby, add¬ 
ing: “A lot of people travel in that 
way, even from Chelmsford and 
Harlow, by going to Epping sta¬ 
tion. After 7.30am you can’t get a 
parking space. 

“I wouldn’t be able to use it 
because I have to pick my kids up 
from school straight after work 
but if not it would be great, espe¬ 
cially for people who don’t have to 
be in so early.” 

She added: “I would love to see 
them allow the Epping Ongar 
Railway to open up the line 
again. 

“They are planning on having 
all these houses here without the 
infrastructure to support them.”

Bishopsfield residents gave 
diverse view of area in film

A DOCUMENTARY about the Bish¬ 
opsfield estate in Harlow highlighted 
the gap between environment that 
architects and planners think is good to 
live in and opinions of those who live 
there. 

Residents’ views of the award-win¬ 
ning development are as diverse as the 
people who live there and range from 
nice to hideous. 

The 1969 film begins by showing the 
credits over long range shots of Bish¬ 
opsfield. Bishopsfield is a distinctive 
horseshoe shape with alleyways radi¬ 
ating from the centre. There are 239 
dwellings ranging from bedsits to three 
or four-bedroom bungalows, the latter 
having gardens. 

Most of the film comprises residents 
talking over shots of the exterior of 
Bishopsfield and there are some shots 
of interiors. There are also some com¬ 
ments from architects. 

A sequence follows a young couple 
walking through Bishopsfield to their 
flat. The views of the residents are 
diverse. 

Most of them dislike the alleyways 
and the steep lanes that become dan¬ 
gerous because they attract local 
youths to use them for roller skating 
and carting, causing accidents. Litter 
is a problem. 

One resident expresses the view that 
Bishopsfield will be a slum within 
seven years. The architect thinks that 
they are good architecture - good to live 


in. The residents also dislike the 
expanses of brick and concrete. 

There is very little greenery. The 
residents feel that Bishopsfield is 
claustrophobic and describe the 
appearance as bleak. 

Most residents agree that the res¬ 
idences are pleasant but there are 
drawbacks. 

Some residents mention high heat¬ 
ing costs, expanses of floor that they 
are reluctant to carpet because of the 
underfloor heating. Some speak of con¬ 
densation and of mould. The residents 
agree that the flats are very private. 

Divided 

The underground garages are dis¬ 
cussed over shots of a young man wash¬ 
ing his car. Again opinion is divided. 
Many appreciate the quiet of having no 
traffic noise, although that doesn’t hold 
true for the people whose homes are 
near the entrance. 

The appearance of the garages is 
described as brutal. The garages them¬ 
selves are difficult to maintain and 
dangerous. Public services are gen¬ 
erally very good but the communal 
rubbish areas are criticised. 

A recurring theme of the film’s com¬ 
mentary is that in Bishopsfield no-one 
stays very long. 

Even a resident who is generally 
appreciative admits that she cannot 
imagine living there for more than a 
year. 

The film ends with a variety of shots 
of Bishopsfield. Some are night shots 
with some are taken in the rain.

Getting in GERE for 
a return to India ...

OWARDS the end of The Second 
Best Exotic Marigold Hotel, a secret 
inspector is asked for an honest 
assessment of Jaipur’s luxury 
development for residents in their 
golden years. 

The inspector concludes that behind the 
scenes, management of the hotel is 
shambolic, but unerring affection for the 
staff makes it a four-star destination for “the 
elderly and beautiful”. 


The same honest appraisal applies to John 
Madden’s entertaining sequel: 01 Parker’s 
script is haphazard and several plot strands 
are flimsy, but our emotional investment in 
the characters papers over the cracks. 

Audiences who check in to this second 
chapter will be treated to the same pungent 
Jaipur backdrops and good-humoured 
service, with a fresh lick of dramatic paint 
courtesy of new arrivals, played with 
easy-going charm by Tamsin Greig and 
Richard Gere. 

The dashing star of American Gigolo and 
Pretty Woman takes on sex symbol status 
here, causing groom-to-be Sonny (Dev Patel) 
to quip: “The man is so handsome, he has 
me urgently questioning my own sexuality.” 

At 65 years old, Gere evidently still has it. 

While the first film was lovingly adapted 
from Deborah Moggach’s novel These Foolish 
Things, The Second Best Exotic Marigold 
Hotel tumbles straight out of the scriptwriter 
Parker’s imagination. 

He struggles to provide each resident with 
a compelling narrative arc: some are surplus 
to requirements, while others relish the 


trials and tribulations that test fledgling 
romances and fractious friendships to 
breaking point. 

Sonny and business partner Muriel 
(Maggie Smith) travel abroad to seek 
investment for a second hotel from business 
chief Ty Burley (David Strathairn) and 
return to India, mindful that funding is 
dependent on a review from a secret 
inspector. 

“How was America?” asks Evelyn (Judi 
Dench), welcoming them home. 

“It made death more tempting,” retorts 
Muriel. 

English traveller Lavinia (Greig) and 
American novelist Guy (Gere) arrive soon 
after and Sonny is convinced that Guy must 
be the inspector so he ignores Lavinia and 
lavishes attention on the writer. 

Guy’s arrival sends Madge (Celia Imrie) 
into a swoon - “Lordy lord, have mercy on 
my ovaries!” she swoons - while Douglas 
(Bill Nighy) struggles to communicate his 
feelings to Evelyn. 

Madden’s film is certainly a gift: you get 
everything you expect but nothing more.

AME Judi Dench has a 
problem with growing older. 
“I don’t like ‘age’ much. Is 
getting older better? No. 
There’s nothing good about 
it,” remarks the 80-year-old. 

Perhaps inevitably, the acclaimed 
actress often finds herself fielding 
questions about retirement and 
advancing years, and she doesn’t care 
for it - and today, as pleasantly and 
politely as she addresses it, she isn’t 
about to be drawn into an involved 
discussion over whether ageing is 
something she relishes or not. 

As the York-born star has shown us 
time and time again, though, age is no 
barrier to performance. 

There’s her fantastic turn as M in 
the Bond films, her Oscar-nominated 
portrayal of a true-life mother 
searching for the son she was forced to 
give up for adoption in Philomena, and 
of course, her role as sweet-natured 
widow Evelyn in The Best Exotic 
Marigold Hotel. 

Its sequel is released this month 
and, like the first movie, The Second 
Best Exotic Marigold Hotel, about a 
motley older community making new 
lives for themselves in India, also 
starring the likes of Dame Maggie 
Smith, Celia Imrie and Richard Gere, 
elegantly bridges humour and drama. 

“Evelyn has much more courage 
than I would have. I wouldn’t go off to 
India if my husband had just died. I 
wouldn’t have had that courage to go 
to a foreign country, where I didn’t 
know anything about it. I might, 
perhaps, go as far as Scotland or 
Cornwall...” says Dench, who has a 
42-year-old daughter called Finty. 

“I understand that thing of saying to 
your children, ‘I don’t want to be a 
burden, I don’t want to hang around 
and for you to have to look after me’. 
But that wouldn’t be me, I’m not brave 
like that.” 

In this latest instalment, Evelyn is 
now considering a new career in 
fashion, which was a joy for Dench, 
who has a healthy disregard for 
wearing the opposite of “what people 
think you should wear”. 

“What you find is that the thing 
which is most comfortable, is the thing 
that probably suits you most and you’ll 
move best in. Whereas you could be in 
something that’s frightfully 
fashionable and probably looks all 
right, but you can be in agony in it. 
And all you’ll remember is the agony. 
Not worth it,” she notes, looking as 
chic as ever today, with her trademark 
crop highlighting that enviable bone 
structure. 

Evelyn also finds herself in 


emotional turmoil this time round, as 
she grapples with her feelings for the 
affable Douglas, played by Bill Nighy. 

While she never “judges” the 
characters she plays, preferring 
instead to “try and understand them - 
with all their failings, strengths and 
misgivings 4 ', she did enjoy continuing 
the will-they-won’t-they love story. 

“I think having somebody around to 
go and do things and have a laugh with 
is very important indeed,” says the 
star, whose husband Michael Williams 
died in 2001 (she’s now in a “lovely” 
relationship with conservationist 
David Mills). 

Laughing is something Dench, 
recently seen in BBC One’s big-hearted 
Esio Trot with Dustin Hoffman, does a 


lot, whether she’s gossiping with 
Graham Norton on his chat show, 
posing in a baseball cap with ‘dench’ 
(now a colloquial term for ‘cool 4 ) 
emblazoned on it, or mischief-making 
on set. 

“I have a reputation for behaving 
quite badly,” she admits, confessing 
that she’s been known for playing 
tricks on her co-stars. 

“I don’t do it so much now, but I 
used to. I have played jokes on people, 
you know, very, very subtly so the 
audience can’t see. I find it 
irresistible.” 

During a miserably wet day while 
filming period drama Cranford a few 
years back, she started a game where 
all the cast had to make a boat out of a 


piece of paper - but her co-star Dame 
Eileen Atkins didn’t quite follow the 
rules. 

“Eileen made a car out of it,” the 
actress recalls, laughing. “I said, 
‘You’re absolutely disqualified from 
the game!”’ 

Doubtless, The Second Best Exotic 
Marigold Hotel director John Madden 
can attest to that sense of youthful fun. 

He’s full of praise for her “warmth 
and humanity” and “skill set to die 
for”, but also says: “She’s funny as 
hell!” 

“I mean she’s totally disrespectful of 
whatever she’s doing, of everybody 
around her... [But] she’s loyal and she 
gives everything to what she’s doing. 
She’s a force of nature, extraordinary. 


Everything about her is special.” 

Dench happily admits she and Maggie 
Smith were reduced to “giggling girls” 
during their eight-week shoot in India, 
passing their spare time playing word 
game Bananagrams (incidentally, a game 
Dench taught Smith, who in turn 
introduced it to her Downton colleagues). 

“I was swimming in the hotel one day 
and Maggs was in her room. She said, ‘Oh 
Judi, go and get Bananagrams’,” Dench 
explains. 

“So I swam back, went in, got the 
Bananagrams, tied it round my head and 
swam back - and she took a photograph!”

T OYOTA remembers 
when coupes were 
simple, rear-wheel drive 
and designed to give the 
person behind the 
wheel a good time. 


Their GT86 returned us to 
those days - and now can be had 
with a wider model range 
starting from a lower price 
point. JONATHAN CROUCH 
reports. 

■ BACKGROUND 

The GT86 formula is simply 
classic: a snarly, high-revving 
four-cylinder engine in the nose, 
rear-wheel-drive, 2+2 seating, a 
swoopy body, a stubby gear lever 
and a cosy cabin with low-slung 
sports seats. Subaru’s version of 
this design, the BRZ, is 
mechanically identical but looks 
a little different, plus there is a 
third version for the American 
market called the Scion FR-S 
which has been subtly altered 
again. 

Common to all the variants 
however, is a 197bhp, 1511b ft flat 
four engine that uses a Subaru 
block and Toyota-designed 
cylinder heads that’s been 
designed to spin to 7000rpm and 
direct its output to the road via a 
six-speed manual gearbox, 
though auto transmission is an 


a Toyota coupe while you can 



option. 

So it’s Old School with a modern 
execution. At launch, only the 
£25,000 asking price put some 
buyers off, decent value though 
that was in comparison to 
potential rivals like the 
Volkswagen Scirocco R. 

So Toyota has widened the 
range, introducing a ‘Primo’ 
entry-level model costing from 
£23,000. The top Aero variant 
meanwhile, gets a full bodykit. 
Otherwise, the recipe is much as 
before. 

■ DRIVING EXPERIENCE 

Weighing just 1,180 kilos, you 
might expect the GT86 to make 
rather more of its 197bhp and 
1511b ft of torque than the 
estimated headline performance 
stats of 140mph and 0-62mph in 
7.6s suggest. 

But this car isn’t just about raw 
power. Its lean kerb weight plays 
just as big a role in the way it 
handles and rides. 

A limited slip differential is also 
fitted as standard, reaffirming 
GT86’s essential “driver’s car” 
character. 

And, in this respect, all the 
ingredients look especially 
promising: quick steering, a 
limited slip differential and, 
perhaps most importantly of all, 


ESP that can be fully turned off. 
The emphasis here is on 
keenness of response, agility and 
the ability to adjust the 
cornering attitude as much with 
the throttle as the helm. 
Meanwhile, 17-inch versions of 
the low rolling resistance tyres 
that can also be found on the 
Toyota Prius should ensure that 
outright grip never overwhelms 
the desire to play the angles, 
should the driver so wish. 
Back-to-basics fun was always at 
the heart of the brief for this car. 
The driving environment should 
certainly help get you in the 
mood with its low-slung bucket 
seats and driver-centric control 
layout, not to mention the drilled 
pedals and footrest. 
Disappointments? A short-throw 
gear change that’s a tad notchy 
and a six-speed auto option that, 
while smooth, lacks the snappy 
alacrity of the best 
double-clutchers. But that’s 
about it. 

SUMMARY 

Could this car be any better? Of 
course, it could be faster, 
grippier, quieter and of better 
quality inside. But personally, we 
wouldn’t really want it to be. All 
of those things would dilute the 
very qualities that make this 


GT86 what it is. 

Sportscars always used to be this 
way, light, low powered and 
modestly rubbered. We had fun 
in them then and we can have 
fun in this one now. The chassis 
is excellent, the controls are 
brilliant, the driving position 


nigh-on perfect and the engine is 
revvy and fun. 

So, what we have here is 
something to savour; one of 
those rare machines that 
involves you so much that you 
don’t need to be travelling at 
three figure speeds to have 


fantastic fun. Factor in the 
affordable running costs, high 
residuals and the now more 
affordable pricing and this 
becomes a tempting proposition 
indeed. In years to come, it’ll be 
a landmark car for Toyota. Get 
one and you won’t regret it.

Mechanically, the big news with 
this version of the Outback is that 
Subaru has decided that it’s time 
to stop shooting itself in the foot 
with petrol-only engine ranges and 
diesel manual models that few folk 
ideally sought. 

Instead, the brand plans now to 
deliver what customers want, 
namely the excellent boxer diesel 
engine paired with an automatic 
gearbox.

Choose the manual transmission 
and there’s also an Active Torque 
Split, and for those with the 
Lineartronic CVT there’s a centre 
differential with viscous limited 
slip differential; just two ways to 
achieve much the same end, 
namely strong traction in all 
conditions. 

The changes to the Outback’s 
exterior look decidedly modest. 
Then you speak to the Subaru 
people and they tell you that the 
body is all new. Everything. 

You look at the vehicle again and 
wonder what possessed them to 
design and then retool for a 
complete set of panels that look 
virtually identical to the old ones. 



The Japanese company sold a 
mere 2,793 cars here, and that was 
23 per cent better than the 
previous year. 

It has struggled to overcome the 
strength of the Yen, which almost 
killed Subaru as a viable entity in 
the UK but, having been shaken to 
the core by that experience, the 
company has vowed to come back 
stronger than ever before with 
products that really speak for 
themselves. 

To that end, say hello to the 
revised Outback. This is a car that 
rarely gets the credit it deserves. 

A quarter of a century ago, before 


Well, when I say ‘automatic’, it’s 
strictly speaking a seven-step 
Lineartronic constantly variable 
transmission, but you get the idea. 
There’s no clutch pedal. The 
engine’s good for 150PS and if 
that’s not enough, you can still buy 
a 2.5-litre petrol with 165PS. We’ll 
stick with the diesel if it’s all the 
same. 

This being Subaru, the 
engineers have tweaked the car’s 
suspension for sharper handling. 
As before, you get a healthy 200mm 
of ground clearance, and Subaru’s 
Symmetrical All-Wheel Drive 
(AWD) system features on all 


Subaru reckons it can shift 800 
of these Outbacks per year, with 60 
per cent of them being diesels. 
While we wouldn’t take issue with 
the extent of their ambition, it’s 
hard to see four out of 10 Outback 
customers turning down the 
economy and torque of the 
diesel-engined version. 

Prices start at around £28,000 for 
the 2.0D SE variant. That buys you 
a manual Outback diesel: you do 
need to add £2,000 for the 
Lineartronic box. 

The petrol model starts at 
around £28,500 with a Lineartronic 
transmission.

ESSEX Leopards moved up to 
third place in the English Bas¬ 
ketball League Division One table 
with a comfortable 77-69 victory 
against Tees Valley Mohawks on 
Saturday.

BUILDING on the momentum of

Nine of the swimmers:

THE title race is heading 
towards the final few furlongs, 
and Hawks boss Danny Chap¬ 
man says the pressure is now 
reaching boiling point.
